Aid and Aſſiſtance, and many painful Obſervations, we have 
. proved, and found to be of ſuch truth, that I cannot chooſe 
but admire the wonderful Providence of Almighty God here- 
in, which (weetly diſpoſeth all things in Nzmero, Pondere, 
&* Menſura, preſcribing to the whole oeconomy of Nature, 
\uch a Law, . Order, and Dependency, that it were caſter for 
Heaven and Farth to annihilate and turn to- nothing, than to 
break or infringe the ſame, unlel(s it ſhall pleaſe his Divine 
Majeſty, miraculouſly, at his Will and Pleafure to command 
It any new kind of Service 3 but yet for all this, neither I, 
' norany man elſe, is able to give any ſuch Rulcs that ſhall 
never fail : although I dare boldly affirm, that the like for 
verity in all reſpedts are not to be found ; for howbeit I am 
aſlured, that there is in rerum natura, lex, & immutabilis orda, 
yet with Solomon I muſt confeſs, that omnium Operam Dez, nul- 
(us poſſit homo invenire rationem. Admit that Natura ſit vera, 
Ars vera, yet rar verus Artifex, a trag Artift rarely foynd : 
therefore to come to the matter > He that would be certified 
when the Criſis ſþall happen, let him obſerve whether the 
Lord of the Aſcendgnt doth apply to the corporal Conjun- 
Aion [] px & of any Planet, per applicationem communem., Of 
no 3 and if L apply to more than one, look to which of them 
he is neareſt, and then count how many Degrees of Longy 
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ende are between: them, and for every Degree add ſo many 
Days, Weeks, Months, or Years, to the time the Diſcaſe was 
firlt related to thee, or to'the time the Urine was firſt brought 
unto you, and you ſhall have the time exaQly in which there 
will be a Crifis of the Infirmity 3 yet here 1s to be noted, that 
when the Diſeaſe is mortal], that neither V, 2,7 ,nor the D., 
are able to make a perfect Criſis, although they do in ſome

every degree he lacketh of that difiance, add as before {o ma- 
ny Days, Weeks, Months, or Years. Some Aſtrologians have 
curioully taken upon them to determinate the time of the' 
Criſis in manner following, viz. If the Signihicators be in a 
J moveable Sign, for every degree of longitude they add a day; 
n a common Sign a week, and in a fixed Sign a month, or a 
year 3 others in Angles, a day, in Succedant Houſes a week, 
and in Cadent a month or year. But how vain and ſuperſti- 
tious theſe Obſervations are, daily expericnce teacheth. And 
although I dare not warrant at all times this Rule followin 
to be currant, yet for the moſt part I have found it true, an 
very ſeldome otherwiſe > that is, to look whether the Diſeaſe 

be Acute or Chronical, (I texm them acute, which be quick, Dif

Thoſe which are {imple Acute, are finiſhed 
In 8, 10, 11, 14,20,0r 21 dayes, they are terminated 4 in the 
eime the Moon traceth the 12 Celeſtial Signs of the Zodiach, 
which is in 27 dayes; ſome odd hours and minutes. +: : +2; 
Thoſe acute Diſeaſes which ſliffer changes, arc very fickle:, 
for ſometimes they increaſe, ſometimes they are remittdd, ac- 
cording as the Lord of the Aſcendant or ( according, to 0- 
. thers } as the Moon, meets with the beans either. of good or 
evil Planets 3 and ſometimes they change out of acute Diſca- 
fes into chronick' Diſeaſes, and ſo a continued Fever may 
change into a Hedtick Fever, or an intermitting Fever into 
; continual ' Fever ;. and tneſe Diſcaſts terminate in forty 

aycs. 
Very acute Diſcaſes are ſachas terminate Foe” are conclu- 
ded in 5, 6,7, or 8 dayes; amongſt which is the Diſeaſe cal- 
ted Peripneumonia, an inflammation of the Lungs. | 

Exceeding acute Diſcales are ſuch as end in three or four 
dayes at farthelt, as Peſtilences, Apoplexies, &c. - 

Chronick Diſcaſcs follow the motion of the Sun, and *tis 
about ninety dayes before the firſt Crifis appears, for in that 
time the Sun comes to the proper Quartil of the place he was 
in at the Decumbiture, as appears in Hectick Fevers, Drop- 
lies, and the like but when he comes to thoſe Degrees from 
the Decumbiture, which are called Judicative, or Interciden- 
tal, which are both one, or Judicial, ( as ſhall be ſeen in the 
Table following ) ſome motion appears, whereby a man may 
judge of the Criſis to come. It falls out well, it the Sun be 
well aſpected by good Planets 3 and worle, it by evil Planets 
and this holds true, if you conſider it from the Nativity, 
throughout all the whole courſe of a mans Lite: for Diſcaſcs 
are particular attendants on a mans Life.

In the fourth 
Houſe .conſider all Diſtempers of the Stomach, Lungs, and 
Pleura, as Peripneumonia, riſing, or rottenneſs of the Lungs, 
 Coughs, Plurifie, Vomitings, Impoſtumations, and the like, 
In the 5th Houſe conſider falſe Conceptions, the evil acci-

In the ſixth 
Houſe conſider the Sciatica, and the like. In the 7th houſe 
conſider the-accidents of the Limbs, Podagra, all pains and 
accidents belonging to the Feet and Toes.

ly, and come to be melancholick in the 4th degree,againſt Na- 
ture, then he waxeth mad, and is as if Diabolically poſſeſſed, 
becauſe it is againſt Nature. 

When the Spleen is oppreſſed with Unnatural Melancholy, 
the Party be he young or old will wax very fad, penſive, fo-
